Continuing, Mr. Sheldon. stated 
that the pleadings set out the 
various deficiencies alleged and it 
would bé a matter of evidence as‘to: 
whether the plant supplied was ef- 
ficent and up to specification. 
"Dealing with the kind of 
evidence, he owas going. to 
call, counser dealt with two 
kinds of refrigeration, but ¢com- 
mercial plant for which the plant 
in question was used and the or- 
dinary cold storage, which one 
would expect to be specified for if 
the storage was going to be for 
the use of hotels as distinct from

The height 
of the rooms was totally insufficient 
for any long period of storage; the 
rooms were too small; the tempera- 
ture of 20 dey. was not sufficient 
for beef -to be kept for a long 
period. 
Long Period Storage, 
: There was‘also what was known’ 
as a sharp freezer room, that room 
being a room in which the tempera- 
. ture could be pulled down to 10 deg. 
F. If Mr, Hacker had known that 
long period storage was intended 
he would never have designed the 
plant in the way he did and any 
refrigerating engineer, who knew 
anything at all about refrigerating, 
would not have done so. 
Mr. Sheldon went on to say that 
there, was'an interesting piece of 
evidence with regard to the matter 
of long period cold. storage, 
There was a butcher room ori- 
ginally constructed by plaintiffs on 
the first floor of the Peninsula 
Hotel which had access to the Cafe- 
teria kitchen. It was fitted with 
files and kitchen equipment and 
it was designed as' an adjunct to 
the kitchen where meat could be 
washed ‘and prepared.
